The Grass seed 

Senator Blackburn of Ken¬ 
tucky has recently received 
many complaints from firms 
dealing in blue grass seed is 
Central Kentucky to the effect 
that firms are largely importing 
the luferior Canadian blue grass 
seed and mixing it with the Ken 
lucky product to such au extent 
as to injure seriously the trade, 
The Senator communicated with 
the Agricultural' ^Department 
upon the subject and received 
the rollowiug letter in reply; 
"The Department has been 
studying the mattarof adulter¬ 
ation of Kentucky blue grass 
seed, and there is no donbt of 
the existence of the practice. 
So far as we are able to learn 
most of the adulteration is done 
in cities, not from the blue 
grass regions ot Kentucky, but 
adulterated blue grass seed has 
also been eold to other places. 
The crop of Canadian blue grass 
seed, which is used as the add - 
terant amounts to 700,000 lbs a 
year; of this amount it is eati- 
mated that between, one half and 
two thirds is shipped to the 
United States. rbe legitimate 
demand for the e«ed is small, 
probably not to exceed 25,000 
pounds; the remainder being 
presumably used for adulterating 
the KeotucKy seed. The aim- 
piest wav i l<Flnept Ihie will be to 
impose atf import duty of three 
cents per pound oo Canadian 

mixed seed contMuiog more 
than 10 per cent of Canadian
